The Graving Dock- 

The local organ is in ecstacies over 
what it is pleased to regard as .tbo suc- 
oess of the financial soherao of its mas- 
ters. Our cojitemporary has chronicl- 
ed so many successes both in counec- 
with the G raving Dock and other mat- 
ters out of which nothing has ever 
come, that the public will very natu- 
rally prefer to wait for results. Ro- 
forriiig more particularly to the Grav- 
ing Dopli, it was to have boon expect- 
ed that the change of Administration 
in England would toll in our favor; 
for, paradoxical as it may seem, the 
Liberal jiarty have ever been the most 
illiberal in their treatment of the Colo- 
nies. We are told that "Her Majesty's 
Government have been i^leasod to set 
apart the sum of fifty thousand pounds 
sterling in aid of a first-class graving 
dock at Esquimalt, thirtj' thousand of 
•which will bo advanced on conditions 
BO liberal as to be tantamount to a 
clear gift to the Province, and twenty 
thousand as a loan at a low rate of 
interest;" and having thug jDrGsentod 
the case our contemjjorary "goes'' for 
those members of the Legislature who 
did not lepose implict confidenco in 
the success of the Government scheme. 
Now, without any desire to mar the 
organ's jubilations, we must be- per- 
mitted to express some little curiosity 
respecting the "conditions," even at 
the risk of being open to the charge of 
"looking a gift horse in the mouth." 
The conditions surrounding the 
twenty thousand are no secret. They 
have been known many years, and 
are such as have prevented British 
Columbia attempting in the past tu 
avail herself of the Admiralty aid. 
We shall be delighted to learn that the- 
conditions upon which the thirty 
thousand is to be made available are 
more liberal and less vexatious; but 
until that has been made to appear 
we must bo excused for repressing any 
expressions of joy. No one would re- 
joice more than ourselves to see favor- 
able arrangements completed by which 
the long-talked-of dock could bo 
constructed without leaving any em- 
barrassing financial consequences bo- 
hindj butitis not to bo M ondored at 
that the public should be inclined to 
skeptecism as regards the announce- 
ments made by the Government 
organ. Of course the general asser- 
tion of the success of the financial 
scheme of the Government we know 
to be unjustifiable, the announcement 
made a fortnight ago to the oCfect that 
Mr. Mackenzie declines to implement 
our bill by the indispensable Fed- 
eral legislation being strictly correct. 
Borne way of getting over the difiiculty 
and enabling the Province to take lifty 
thousand poimds from Canada v.ith- 
out danger or detriment to the rail- 
way covenant may possibly be hit 
upon. We sincerely hope it nmy ; but, 
then, that wouldn't make tho Gov- 
ernment scheme a success. It has 
proved a failure already. 

Important Industry. 

Probably few of our. readers nro aware 
of the extentof preparations already mado 
at New Westminster towards securing a 
pifloatorial harvest. Although this great 
industry is as yet only in its infancy, 
should there bo a fall run this year, Jthe 
local expend ituro — to .sny nothing about 
the profita coming b;ick to tho enterpris- 
ing operators, which will, wo trust, bo 
very largo — will mount up to something 
like ono hundred thousand dolhtrs, and 
employment wil' be givon to rdjont eiglit 
hundred men. This is no mean industry; 
but it is capable of almost unlimited ex- 
pansion. There are at present four fish 
onring establishments in a state of readi- 
ness for action. We present them in tlic 
order of their magnitude: Logio and Co, 
have capacity for putting up 250,000 
pound cans and three thousand bar-ols. 
Dease and Co. will direct their elTorts al- 
most exclusively to canning, and aro malc- 
ing prei^arationH for putting up 250,000. 
Tho Vancouver C'onipany (Fjnglisli) will 
also eonfiuo their operations cliiofly to 
the same branch, ond expect to pnt up 
100,0(iO tins. This is their first year, and 
next year the operations of this Company 
will in all probability bo equal, to the|first 
named. Ounningham and Eolbrook ex- 
pept to put up 60,000 cans. All of those 
companies will salt more or less in pro- 
portion to the largeness of the run. Mr. 
Brown, who has provided tho pronii.soa 
for tho Vancouver Company, i.s making 
preparations for anotlior English com- 
pany to commence next year on a very 
mach larger scale. Thus it will bo Boon 
thfct gratifying progros.s in one of tho 
most ii^ijortant industries of the country 
i J being mado. Croaso it Blackwcll, a 
famous London firm, have this year sent 
out thirty thousand pounds sterling to bo 
invested in Oolumbia river salmon. Now, 
here is a sum about equal to the whole 
year's operations on Fraser river. Why 
cannot audi orders bo secured for this 
Province? Tho |?almon of, Columbia river 
• are no better than our own. Tmn, tho 
industry is longer and more larj-^oly os- 
tabliahcd, and labour and njipliani.'es can 
bomorti easily and more cheaply coni- 
msnded. But surely an ofTort should bo 
made to guide Engli.sh capital Booking 
iiivf s'ment in Hah into BritishJchaunelH. 
Could not a combiua 1 effort be made;wilh 



fish favorably under tho nolico of old 
country dealers? Wh3' Hhould not the 
millions of iNIortliorland eat tlio sea-food 
gathered in tho eoloi'iis, instead of that 
obtained in foreign waterH.' Crosso it 
Black well's thirty thousand pounds would 
do much towards expanding this industry 
on the Lower Fraser.

Monday, April 27th. 

Tho Court having been enj^agocl in 
Ohainbers, did uot assuniblo until ouo 
o'clock. Tho lirat witnesa called was 

W. H. Oliver, wbo stated ho under- 
stood Mr. Gaston bad wished him to como 
forward. 

Mr. Gaston -wished Mr. Oliver ivould 
atato whether he did not enjoin upon him 
aecracy, and that ho w;i3 not to mention 
his name in giving evidonco. 

Mr. Oliver— Yes, 1 did not wish my 
name inoutioned unlosa positively noceas- 
ary. 

By Mr. Rohson — Did voti uot moot Mr. 
DeCosmos at dinner at tiie Ooloaial Hotel 
after your retntn from the East Coast? 

Witness could not recollect doing so; 
met Mr. DoOosmoa that evening near tho 
Standard offiee. 

Mr. Gaston hero took tho wilness-hoi, 
And said — After uiy arrival at Victoria I 
wont to the Colonial, whore I met Mr. Ol- 
iver; was talking to hiin about Baynos' 
Sound vfUon Texada wan spoken off; tho 
impre-sion ou witness' mind was distinct 
that Mr. Oliver had told him about Do- 
Cosmos losing bis appotitd on 
leirniug that Dupont had been 
' to Teiada; ho never heard it 
from any other source; had understood 
that Mr. Oliver had sat opposite to Mr. 
DeCosmos that, upon hearing of Diipont's 
party being on Tiixada I.sland, DeCosmos 
juiiiped up osciledly from tuu table, and 
called for brandy; that when askod bj 
the waiter if he had finished dinner, he 
exclaimed, "Dam the dinner!"

Tho potlatch at the Indian villago end- 
ed yesterday. Two thouaand pairs of 
blankets, Ivio crates of crockery, 100 full 
suits uf clothing, calico shirts, pieces of 
calico, specimens ofbeadivork, 100 boxes 
biscuits, several barrels of molasses and 
a washtubful of fifty-cent pieces were 
distributed by Ohief Jim and his aids. 
A nine o'clock the assembled Siwashos 
went through tho famous Bird Dance — 
the principal features of wl.icli appear to 
bo a thick layer of rod paint daubed on 
tho face and bare limbs, a profusion of 
bird's feathora stuck to the skin, and a 
general howling'-and skipping aboiit as if 
the ground was made of rod hot plates, 
over which they were compoUod to pass. 
Tho dancers arc sunposod to bo feathered 
songsters, but (mr reporter, who was ad- 
mitted to the "holiest of holies," thinks 
that they more nearly resembled animat- 
ed scarecrovvH. About one o'clock tho 
visitors, with their presents packed in 
canoes, began to depart, and by night- 
fall only the Nanaimo delegation remain- 
ed at the village. 

International Compwoations. — A 
"npeck of -irar" has aijpoarcdon this hori- 
zon. Tlia siwashos from the American 
side, who attended tho grand potlalch at 
the Songiah village, had with thorn a 
Nanaimo Indian who, when, young, was 
stolen from his tribe and ma^e » slave of. 
As soon as this "man and brother" set 
hia foot on British soil ho hounded away 
to the camp of his fi7ici(;n,s- and ivas receiv- 
ed with groat rejoicing. When tho Ame- 
rican Indians started for home yesterday 
tlieir slave refused to go with them, so 
tha chiefs daubod their cheeks with black 
paint, unlimbered their gima ai|d threat- 
ened to "lay for"- the Nanaimoans outside 
tl'.is harbor and kill them all. Ths 
threatened tribo remained at the village 
last night, afraid to stir. 

Sii.vun Islet.— Tho reports of the sil- 
ver mines of Lako Superior continuo to 
bo of great interest. It appears that in 
18GU tho product, or quantity of ore, taken 
from Silver Islet was 10,791 pounds, value 
more than 369,700, averaging §1,300 per 
ton. In 1870 the product was 172,825 
pounds, value 3105,328, which gave an 
average of about 61 cents per pound, or 
Sl,218 per ton of 2i'000 pounds. In 1871 
tho prodUQt W.'W 969,454 pounds, value 
8(!15,397,at a rate of 66% cents per pound, 
or SI, 330 por ton, showing an average 
yield of a ton aud a-half por day, and this 
product has never fallen ofi; »nd from the 
most reliable Bonrees we lesm that, if 
anything, it baa considerably , increased. 

The entire sumwhioli Parliament •will 
bo c-illed upon to pay to cover the cost of 
the Ashanteo war, according to a return 
just placed before the House of Commons, 
is £900,000, or loss than $4,500,000.

An Afirioan GolKotlia. 

A Herald correspondent, writing from 
Coonin.fsio, gives the following account of 
certrdii peculiarities of that delightful 
melropuli.s: 

"Jual at sunset I wont to soo Sammon- 
pono, or the Golgotha, tho stench from 
which iiervaded every nook and orauny 
in OooniasBie,ftucI|mado it appear as though 
wo (l\v(dt in a charnel houao. Tlio 
Golgotiia waa a dciiBO grove, which ia 
projecling almost into tho heart of the 
city, appeared the littestplaco fora come- 
tory wore not tho grovo and the swamp 
objectionable from a sanitary point of 
view. A little narrow path leading 
through n mass of tall grass and dense 
growth of caiio, which grow on tho edge 
of the grovo from tho foot of the groat 
market-place, brought us, after travers- 
ing 100 feet or ho, into agliulo, whore tho 
Huaiitily of doiid bodies thrown iu had 
killed the undergrow th and revealed the 
moat apalliug sight that can be imagined. 
AVo entered the placo with our handker- 
cliiofa to ournosos to prevent sufTocatiou, 
for tho odor was intolerable; but as tho 
foul amcll jionotrated tho folds of onr 
handkercdi iefs, wo could remain only 
long enough toaMsnro ourselves that this 
wholajsula butchery of humanity was 
real, and not a sport or freak of our fancy. 
Riglit at onr feet, as we emerged before 
tho hideous scene, were twenty or thirty 
dead bodies of men and women, which 
had been dragged hither aftor decapita- 
tion. There w-as only one body — that of 
u boy twelve years old — -w-hieh showed 
that decapitation was not tho only mo.ius 
of inflicting capital punishment or saori- 
liciug human boinga to fetishism, and 
this boy had evidently perished by stran- 
gulation. These dead bodies in the early 
stage of decay rested upon untold strata 
of human relics, thigh bones, ribs, and 
vertel;rn. I suy untold strata inteution- 
ally, for tho reason that, ever sinco 
the city of Cooniaasio was founded, m the 
oighteentb centuory, this portion of the 
grove has been the receptacle of the hun- 
dreds of victims slaughtered annually 
for the observance of the cruel customs 
imposed upon tho natives by their abject 
and pitiful superstition. Bowdich men- 
tions that in 1817 the place was crowded 
with relics of mortali^. Bemembor, 
thou, that at tho rate ofj 1,000 unfortunate 
slaves saoriQced every year, a period of 
fifty-Beven years which has transpired 
since Bodwioh visited Coomassie, there 
havo boon 57,000 vicliriis aluughtered at 
the bloody footstool of fotishisnf! It 
has been ropoated over and over to ua 
that tho peojdejof Coonia sie slaughtered 
a thouaand men aud women slaves anuu- 
allv forthe observance of their customs. 
M. Bo nar, a French captive, lately re- 
leased, says he saw atout one hundred 
killed in ono day ; so that the enormous 
uumbor of 57,000 is only a moderate es- 
timate of victims which havo been drag- 
ged into this grove to bleach and rot dur- 
ing fifty-seven years. Wo cannot be very 
wro ng if we compute tho dead which have 
, boon thrown into this grove since the ac- 
cession of Sy Tutu to the throne of 
Ashanteo, ui the eighteenth century at 
about 120.000. And here thoy lie, strata 
upon human dust, fresh victims hurled 
iu each day — sometimes one, sometimes 
a dozen, sonifttimos three hundred — relics 
of humanity aeiyttered by the thousand, 
n»y I tepa of thousands, as if the negroes 
of Central Africa had been specially born 
for tho obscrvanco of Ashanteo ceremon- 
ies and to pander to tho lust of murder 
inherent in the souls of this cruel, fra- 
tricidal |raco. I hurried away from a 
scene wliicii bailies description, which 
eclipsed that most awful sight the incar- 
nate fury of the fjmperor • Theodore had 
prepared for us below the cliffs of Mag- 
dela, in Abyssinia.

The NewFeiirifugi!.— Tho accounts 
lately given of tho prophylactic virtues 
of the Eucalyptus globulus, when 
planted in malarious districts, . imre 
excited at tha south a lively desire to 
introduce the tree there. We do not 
know whether any step have been taken 
looking to this end. The eucalyptus 
thrives in California, where, near the 
town of Hayward, the Survojor-Qeh- 
oral of the State is said to have raised 
a plantation of 130,000 trees, some of 
which measuro fifty feet iu height and 
a foot in diamater. Tho Department 
of Agriculture at "Wa.shingtou has no 
seed to distribute, andj tho CommiB- 
sioncr states that tho tree wiH^^aofc 
grow where the thermometer falls as" 
low as 37 dog. Fahr. While further 
experiments are being made, it may be 
serviceable to nolo tho place assigned 
to eucalyptus in tho materia medica. 
We Ifearn through tho Practitioner 
that Dr. Burdel, of Vierzon, has been 
making researches on its action as a 
febrifuge. He had thirty-throe pa- 
tients. "Of tho eleven \vho suffered 
from quotidian fever, four woro cured, 
and seven were not cured ; of tha 
twelve cases of tertian, eight were 
cured and four not cured ; of the ten 
cases of quartan, six were cured and 
four not cured." Relapses were fre- 
quent, and recovery was neither so 
(juick nor so good as under tho influ- 
ence of quinine. Dr. Burdel, never- 
theless, would retain eucalyptus on 
the list of febrifuges, its cheapness in 
comparison with quinine being an ad- 
vantage for a pooV population. His 
experience has been confirmed by that 
of his colleagues.
